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Epictctus was bom about tbo end of Nero's 
Empire, at Hierapolis, a city of Phrygia. 
Bnring the first years of his life, be vas a 
slave to Epaphroditus, a libertiDe and cap- 
^n of Nero's Life Guard, of wbom tbere ia 
nothing remarkable, but ouly liis bi'iag mas- 
ter of so renowned a slave. How he ob- 
tained his liberty and became a philosopher 
of the Btoic seot, is uncertain ; only this «aiJ 
find, that he, upon the edict made iit thsfl 
eighth year of Domitian'a empire was forced; 
as a philosopher, to quit tho city of Rome 
and Italy, and amongst others to retire to 
Nieopolis, a city of Epirus, called by tb^J 
modems Prevosa, Ho had far i

pastime to wrench Epictetus, his slave's leg ; 
who smilingly, and without the least passion, 
lold him, that if ho continued his sport bo 
would break it, which, accordingly, he did. 
"Did not I tell you," then said he, "you 
krinuld break my leg?" How great a piece 
^Bf patioDCQ was this, scarce to he paralleled, 
' except in thia other of his own, which was, 
that wtien his iron lamp, ho much valued, 
waa stolen out of his hut, all be aaid was, "I
